A royal commission on 
lawyers and legal services, with 
wide terms of reference includ¬ 
ing solicitors’ monopoly of 
conveyancing- is to be set up, 
the Prime Minister announced 
in the Commons yesterday.

The full terms of. reference 
are: “To inquire into the law 
and practice relating to the pro¬

legal profession, including tbe

reaches its peak. 1 have therefore 
examined, with the Secretary of 
State for Industry, the scope for 
improving our Industrial base by 
further expenditure under Section 
S of the Industry Act on schemes 
for the modernization and restruc¬ 
turing of important sectors of In¬ 
dustry.

Bolton CHC reports that with 
new hospital and administrative 
smff settling down in new posts 
after the reorganization, enthu¬ 
siastic CHC members “ appeared 
as yet another army of Bis 
Brothers breathing down super- 
«nsirive necks; as they made 
their initial fours of hospitals 
and Health service establish¬ 
ments which they are statutorily 
entitled to visit ”. 

Easr^ Berkshire CHC com¬ 
ments in its annual report that 
the doubts and fears of NHS 
staff about the CHC role have 
been allayed. 

But that council has experi¬ 
enced what is possibly a more 
disas trous alienation: from a 
large section of the public that 
it is supposed to be represent¬ 
ing.

Jits Jean Robinson, chairman 
of the Patients Association, gays 
the incident was “ a classic ex¬ 
ample of the mess which a well- 
meaning but naive CHC 
can land itself in”. 

The association had a long 
correspondence with the secre¬ 
tary of Oldham CHC over a 
complaint passed cm to him 
from a woman concerning the 
Oldham and District General 
HospitaL She claimed that in 
1973 the hospital failed to pro¬ 
vide her with a high protein, 
sugar-free diet ordered by her 
consultant, on the grounds that 
it was too expensive and time- 
consuming to prepare. 

Other patients had had 
similar difficulties at the time, 
the said, and she claimed to 
have spoken with a young 
woman who had recently also 
been refused a special diet at 
the hospital and had been told 
try tiie sister: “What do you 
think this is, a three-star 
hotel ? ” 


Because of unpleasantness 
she said she had seen suffered 
by another woman in the ward, 
who tried to complain after 
allegedly bring given an injec¬ 
tion meant for the patient in 
the nexx bed. the correspondent 
asked the association not to 
pass on her name. 

The CHC secretary, Mr John 
Dufforne, a former hospital 
superintendent, wrote back to 
say that during his years as 
such be would never entertain 
an an ony mous complaint. He 
had taken the matter up with 
the area administrator, how¬ 
ever, who “ confirmed * that 
the question of cost was not 
allowed to interfere with 
special diets. 

A long correspondence fol¬ 
lowed, police and p a i n sta k ing on 
both sides. The Patients Assori^ 
tifMi tried to persuade the CHC 
to send a "working group info 
the hospital to ask the ward 
sisters in a general way if there 1

Giscard belief that Europe lacks 
political capacity of decision

Paris, Feb 12 

President Giscard d’Estaing 
believes in the value of sym¬ 
bols. He decided that the two- 
day Franco-German “ consul¬ 
tations”—the new term pre¬ 
ferred by the French for these 
twice yearly s ummi ts —should 
take place in the idyllic setting 
of the Mas d’Artigny, a luxury 
hotel set among the hills near 
St Paul de Vence. 

On his arrival at Nice air¬ 
port, he said the idea was to 
bring borne the fact that co¬ 
operation between the two coun¬ 
tries not only concerned their 
Governments but also their 
peoples. The next meeting, in 
July, will be held in Hamburg. 

The latest wind of specula¬ 
tion which has driven the 
franc downwards and the mark 
upwards within a sorely tried 
European “snake” is not offi¬ 
cially on the agenda of these 
consultations. It is not, accord¬ 
ing to French sources, a speci¬ 
fically Franco-German issue; 
hut it is inconceivable that it 
should not be raised within the 
framework of the survey by 
the West German Chancellor 
and the French President of 
economic prospects for the 
present year. 

President Giscard d'Estalcg 
said in an interview with Nice- 
Matin: “Never have Franco- 
German relations been as close 
as today. In the construction 
of Europe they are a factor of 
stability and creativity. With¬ 


out Franco-German under¬ 
standing there is no Europe. 

“It remains indispensable to 
every progress it makes. It is 
rather a lack of understanding 
between, the two countries 
whi-ch could justify fears 
among our other partners. They 
have nothing exclusive and do 
not prevent one or the other 
from having confident and 
friendly relations with our 
other European partners.” 

The vastly diff erent perfor¬ 
mances of their economies in 
last year’s economic crisis 
might‘appear at first sight an 
obstacle to this close Franco- 
German cooperation ; but the 
President and the Chancellor 
have the same way of looking 
at problems, and make tbe 
same analysis of the situation. 

M Giscard cTEstaing’s “great 
preoccupation ”, he said on 
arrival at the Mas d’Artigny 
today, was the absence in the 
Community of a “ political 
capacity ” of decision. 

“ It is obvious; Europe is 
absent. It takes no part in 
events, and no one seems to 
think it can. The question is 
whether Europe wants and is 
able to give itself this power 
of decision.” 

If it had weathered the diffi¬ 
culties arising from enlarge¬ 
ment and the economic crisis, 
it was largely due to the crea¬ 
tion at the end of 1974 of the 
European Council Now the 
President wants to strengthen 
the “political capacity” of the 
Community by creating a sort 


of permanent delegation or 
“directorate”, based on the 
Fran co-German “ backbone ”, 
together with Britain. 

. This is one of the questions 
he will discuss with the Chan¬ 
cellor in what he described as 
“the first exchange of views 
on the future of the Com¬ 
munity before the European 
Council meeting on April 1 
and 2.” 

M Giscard cTEstaingis more 
than ever persuaded that the 
necessary impulse and incite¬ 
ment to progress in European 
affairs can only be given by a 
small group of countries which 
have the weight and experi¬ 
ence in foreign policy to do 
so; hut he is not thinking of 
setting up another European 
body—rather a small pragmatic 
“ ginger group ” of heads of 
government, within tbe frame¬ 
work of the European CounciL 

The fe eling in Paris is that 
the Chancellor agrees with the 
need for something on tbe 
same lines. 

Britain is considered by the 
President to be the third nat¬ 
ural candidate for tbe group. 
There has never been any 
doubt in Paris that it will over¬ 
come its economic difficulties, 
and all the talk in the press 
and tbe lobbies about writing 
Britain off as the “sick man 
of Europe” does not reflect 
his standpoint. 

In spite of some misgivings 
in Gaullist ranks, the majority 
stands behind the President’s 
European policy. 



Mediterranean 
states agree to 
prevent pollution 


Lip workers face job cuts 
in new rescue operation

Madrid, Feb 12 

Representatives of 16 coun¬ 
tries agreed in Barcelona today 
to work together to reduce pol¬ 
lution in the Mediterranean. 
The agreement was reached by 
all the countries bordering on 
the Mediterranean except for 
Algeria and Albania. 

Tbe agreement binds the 
governments to take all appro¬ 
priate measures to cut down 
and prevent pollution and toe 
dumping of crude oil, radioac¬ 
tive waste, mercury and cer¬ 
tain other substances. The 
dumping of certain other dan¬ 
gerous products, such as lead, 
copper, arsenic and fluorides 
can* be authorized but only 
under controlled conditions. 

The Barcelona conference 
was called by the United 
Nations Environment Pro¬ 
gramme. It took several days 
to reach agreement. 

There was also some diffi¬ 
culty about voting rights for 
European regional organiza¬ 
tions.

Shop stewards at Lip, the 
French watch-malting concern, 
today demanded publicly that 
the workers should be informed 
what is happening as fresh 
troubles faced the firm. 

These include the threatened 
dismissal of 150 out of the 900 
workers employed at present. 
The Socialist-led shop stewards 
have warned the management 
that the workers will refuse any 
pruning of labour, in spite of 
Lip’s falling sales last year and 
growing stocks of watches and 
parts. 

At tiie weekend, the French 
Government decided to pump 
more money into Lip on top of 
the 57m francs (£63m) _ the 
Besangon firm received jointly 


from the state and French big 
business during the rescue 
operation in 1974.

“Wild 
Geese Club” members are 
fairly secretive about their 
activities..

Stern Kissinger warning 
on company bribes

Peking, Feb 12—A wall 
loster campaign against ’.Mr 
_’eng Hsiao-ping—who was ex¬ 
pected to become Prime Minis¬ 
ter after tbe death last month 
of Mr Chou Ea-Iaa—has stnrted 
at Peking University amid signs 
of increasing strain within the 
Chinese leadership. 

Foreigners who visited the 
campus said posters - clearly 
alluding to Mr Teng bad been 
pasted up, accusing him of be¬ 
ing a “ capitalist roader —the 
emotive term -used for Chair¬ 
man Mao’s enemies during the 
Cultural Revolution. 

Until last week, Mr Teng, a 
senior Deputy Premier, was seen 
as one of the strong men in the 
state hierarchy; but last Satur¬ 
day China surprised the world 
by appointing Mr Hua Kuo-feng, 
the Security Minister, as acting 
Prime Minister. 

Sources said posters started 
appearing at Peking University 
two days ago. They-did not men¬ 
tion Mr Teng by name but iden¬ 
tified him by quoting his most 
famous saying: “I do not care 
whether a cat is black of white, 
the important thing is whether 
she catches mien” 

Mr Teng, a political- moder¬ 
ate, was attacked as a- “ capital¬ 
ist roader” by nltra-Ieftist Red 
Guards during the Cultural Re¬ 


volution. He disappeared for 
six years but was rehabilitated 
in 1973 and gradually took over 
the ailing Mr Chou’s duties. . 

One of the posters referred 
to in “ old capitalist roader 
who formed, cliques round him¬ 
self”, a foreign source said. 
Another, accused him of back¬ 
ing critics of'Chairman Mao’s 
education policies. The cam¬ 
paign began when a 45-page 
poster appeared and others 
rapidly followed. ..... 

They'accused tbe subject of 
emphasizing : production and 
damping the class struggle, 
while referring to acapitalist 
roader who came out into the. 
open last summer, when a 
debate .-over university educa¬ 
tion was under way behind the 
scenes. Chinese who were seen 
reading the posters confirmed 
for one jbreagoec chat the cam¬ 
paign was aimed at Mr Teng. 

Only last December, Mr Teng

here hesitated to write Mr Teng 
oS as a political'force. 

Many observers saw the 
-.selection of Mr Hoa. as acting 
Prime Minister as a compromise 
between radicals and moderates, 
and a sign : of heated debate in 
the Communist Farcy hierarchy. 

Meanwhile, the People’s Dtdls 
today - published its second, 
attack within a week on un¬ 
named capitalist readers. - An 
article by Shanghai steel 
workers declared that a straggle 
bad to be waged against “those 
who refuse to repent and who 
vainly attempted to alter the 
party’s basicline”.

The Household Troops Band of the Salvation Army : 1887-1891. Formed under the inspiration of “ Mr Herbert ” Booth 
who -was in charge of the training garrison at Clapton. He organized campaigns throughout the British Isles and some 
on the-Continent. This was the forerunner of the Home Office Band—later to become the International Staff Band, 
Staff-Captain Appleby was the leader. 


A brass band on a street corner trumpet¬ 
ing, thumping, juigUng, sad generally 
making a joyful to God means mb 
tiling: tbe Salvation Army. It is a 
hundred years wmo» William -Booth 
reco gn i ze d time music could be a weapon 
of salvation, and decided no longer to ler 
*be Bevfl get away with »U the best 
tones. In 1876." he set up as muse 
publisher with Revival Music, a collection 
of hymns and gospel songs -used by the 
Christum. Mission, as his Army was known 
u ntil 1878. This contained such hot gospel 
favourites as Gather at the River, Rescue 
the Perilling, and, of course, “ Play the 
music, play, sing the happy song. Loud 
hosannas, shout with the happy throng”. 

Booth’s attitude to music was strictly 
evangelical He wrote in his preface: “ It 
would be an unspeakable grief to me-.were 
I to find that the publication of this 
vohsne had diverted tbe attention of 
anyone from sp iritu al service to mere 
human perfbrxnsnoes, however pleasing or 
attractive.” 

In tbe early days, at least, he need not 
have worried. The performance of the 
first Salvation A rmy bands was agreed by 
the musically sensitive to have added a 
new horror to the thought of. eternky 
speat in earshot of the celestial choir. 
Wordsworth had something Eke it in mind 
when be wrote: “Sweetest melodies are. 
those that by distance are made 'more 
sweet.” . ■ 

Booth’s first brass band.was formed by 


accident. Charles Fry, a Salisbury builder, 
aatd ids three sturdy sons were enlisted 
as bod y gua r ds for meetings. Fry senior 
happened to play the corner. His sons 
all puffed brass instruments kmdly. So 
they brought their instruments along, and 
starred to accompany the songs in tbe 
market-place, m between bouts of cbuck- 
zog-out noowgans.. Early Salvation Army 
music was identified with symbols for 
those who could not read. A picture of 
a boot at the top of tbe sheet signified 
Out on thg Sailing. Oh to be Over 

Yonder was indicated by a drawing of a 
weary, man. fumbling has way towards an 
ai renrinwr . There was aonsmenable perse¬ 
cution of those pristine Army bands, under 
local en v traranental by-laws against noise 
nuisance, perambulation of the streets, 
and disturbance Of tbe peace. Many 
bandsmen were imprisoned. 

The Army has travelled a long way in 
the century since those discordant pioneer¬ 
ing days. This year 10,000 Salvation Army- 
bandsmen an Brittain are celebrating their 
centenary with “music mi the march” 
down the mean streets of Britain. Since 
1876 the Army has published 3,000 band 
items, more than 1,000 congregational 
tunes, and o^ariy 10,000 songs with music. 
It publishes weekly The Musician, with' 
: a circatiation of 25,000 ; a quarterly called 
The Musical' Salvationist ; four separate 
journals "with- 1 different standards of music, 
for bands; and many individual publica¬ 
tions. Major Ray Steatfrnan-AMen, head 


of tbe Army’s international musi c 
editorial department, has a staff of five to 
satisfy tbe voracious demand for new 
music. Their principal current project is 
a completely; new congregational song 
book called Keep Singing tn be published 
in June. Next door to their offices they 
have a fine museum exhibiting such 
influential instruments as '“the 

Founder’s Organ ” and die fiddle of 
Richard Slater, the father of Salvation 
Army music. _ 

It is no longer a matter of massed 

t-amihrvuf in-M»g and b rawl mal ting ' up in 

volume for what they lack in pitch and 
key. The quality, of the music has 
improved, so that the top Salvation Army 
bands rank with the finest brass and sRver 
bands in tbe land. 

Roy SteaidmanAJfen has a de^ee in 
music from Durham University, and is a 
prolific co mp oser. The current issue of 
the mam band journal indudes an. elegant 
and tricky new trombone foursome by 
him entitled Sparkling Slides. But music 
still takes second place to salvation. Bay

Why your 
body needs those 
golden slumbers 


Difficulty m sleeping is one of 
tbe most common reasons that 
people consult their doctors. 
Hundreds of milkttns of sleep¬ 
ing tablets are swallowed every 
year in. an attempt to combat 
insomnia. Is “a good night’s 
sleep” as valuable as we be- 
Eeve, or is souud sleep a luxury 

rather-than a necessity ?'- 

Answers to this question are 
be ginn ing to emerge from tbe 
sleep research laboratories that 
have sprung up since the 
development' of Tnetbods of 
recording, brain activity daring 
sleep. All our time asleep is not 
spent in die same state. For 
most of the sleeping hours the 
body is quiet and relaxed with 
the heart cate and breathing 
slowed. Four stages „o£ this 
type of sleep can be recognized, 
with ics depth becoming pro¬ 
gressively more profound from 
stage one t» stage four. A 
second type of sleep is recog¬ 
nizable from the bursts of rapid 
eye movements (REM) that 
occur and from changes m the 
electrical behaviour of s the 
brain. In tins “ paradoxical ” 
or REM sleep the heart rate 
and respiration are speeded and 
blood flow through the brain 
is greater than when awake. 
Anyone woken from REM sleep 
will recall vivid dreams: in 
contrast, if awakening occurs 
during normal sleep any recol¬ 
lection of a dream is most un¬ 
usual Tbe dreams that occizr 
in REM sleep may not be re¬ 
called at-the end of «he night 
—indeed an. individual may say 
he had on -uninterrupted mgbrs 
sleep even though he woke and 
gave a vivid account of a dream 
to a. companion. 


Typically we pass into deep, 
stage three or four, sleep 
shortly after dropping asleep, 
and after 90 minutes or so we 
move into a short period of 
paradoxical REM sleep. The rwo 
states then alternate throughout 
.the night, with the REM periods 
becoming predominant towards 
morning,'and with increasingly 
long periods, too, of lighter 
stage two sleep. About half the 
night is spent in stage two, 20 
per cent in stages three and 
four, 25 per cent in REM sleep, 
and 5 per cent dozing or in 
light, , stage one sleep. 

The body’s irresistible need 
for sleep suggests that it has 
some vital function, and evi¬ 
dence is accumulating that most 
bodily restoration, repair and 
growth take place at night. 
Almost all of the secretion of 
human growth hormone occurs 
during sleep, when several other 
hormones such as prolactin 
reach peak concentrations, too. 
New cells are formed in the skin 
and other organs most rapidly 
shortly after the-start of sleep, 
and it seems that the amount 
of the deep stages of normal 
sleep is closely associated with 
physical fatigue. Men who have 
taken strenuous - exercise 
throughout the day seein-td need 
more of this type of sleep. 

In contrast, REM sleep is 
mainly concerned with restora¬ 
tion of the brain to alertness. 
The in crease in blood flow 
through the brain in this state 
suggests that energy is- being 
consumed' by synthesis erf 
new brain protein. Certainly 
during the first yea- of life, 


when the brain, is growing 
rapidly, a baby spends half its 
sleeping hours in REM sleep. 
Sleep is closely finked with 
memory — which explains the 
ease with which poetry or a 
speech may be learnt if read 
through a few times at bedtime. 
"It is - tempting to speculate that' 
the vivid dreaming- that occurs 
dining REM periods-is due to 
some process of the brain sort¬ 
ing the events of the previous 
day before they are entered into 
the memory banks. 

- If, then, sleep has these 
restorative roles, how much do 
we heed ? Individual variation 
is disconcertingly large. Some of 
us sleep nine or more hours a 
night: others function perfectly 
on between two and three hours. 
Even newborn babies may sleep 
foe as Bale as 10 or as many 
as 22 hours a day, but it is 
certainly true that children 
sleep longer than adults and we 
all reco&iize that sleep require¬ 
ments decline' gradually during 
die fins 20 years of life. 

Less welhknown is the pro¬ 
gressive decline in sleep -that 
continues through adult life 
until lam middle-age. So condi¬ 
tioned are we to the concept of 
“ eight hours good sleep ”, how¬ 
ever, drat most people spend 
just as long in bed each night 
at die age of SO as they did at 
20 : but less of this time is spent 
in sleep and more in dozing. 
With age, too, the sleep pattern 
becomes more broken, and 
awakenings in the night more 
frequent. In old age sleep mid 
wakefulness alternate round the 
clock, .with frequent cat-naps 
during the daylight hours. At 


all ages an individual way force 
himself to take very little sleep 
for days or weeks on end with¬ 
out any obvious illeffects 
except mounting tiredness? and 
there is no evidence that 
moderate sleep-deprivation has 
any lasting effect on health. 

| An appreciation of the nor¬ 
mal—-changes in -sleeping 
patterns is important, for it can 
prevent unnecessary worry 
about a natural aspect of 
ageing. Many middle-aged 
patients who complain to their 
doctors about their poor sleep 
have false expectations: a 50- 
year-old will not have the" leg¬ 
like sleep of a teenager who bos 
spent the afternoon - playing 
football. On tbe other hand a 
sudden, marked change in 
sleeping habits may .be a 
symptom of ill-health. However, 
as we grow older we should 
make beater use of our emanci¬ 
pation from the need for eight 
or nine hours solid steep every 
night, and take a boric or maga¬ 
zine to bed as a routine: per¬ 
haps we might even try getting 
up earlier. Finally, we should 
realize that all sleeping drugs 
alter brain function during 
sleep, and for that reason their 
use is discouraged by steep 
scientists. The experts have a 
simple recommendation for 
chose who have difficulty in 
getting off to oleep: a cup of 
warm milk last thing at night.

The International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee’s medical committee bave 
discovered another case of doping 
during the 12th Winter Games 
here and have taken appropriate 
action against tbe Czechoslovak 
ice hockey team. A urine test 
taken from the captain, Frantisek 
Pospisii, contained codeine and the 
points and goals accumulated in 
their march against Poland two 
days ago have been annulled. 

The IOC. as with the case of 
Galina Kulakova (a gold medal 
winner for the Soviet Union today, 
incidentally), wbo was found to 
bare taken epbedrine after winning 
a bronze medal for speed skating, 
bave taken a lenient view of the 
athlete’s position and no further 
punishment will be exacted. He 
played against West Germany 
today. The team’s doctor, how¬ 
ever. Dr Trefniy, is severely 
censured. The IOC statement 
reads, inter alia : " In view of his 
attitude, the team doctor of the 
Czechoslovak ice hockey team, 
whose responsibility is particularly 
involved, shall not be permitted 
to be a member of any delega¬ 
tion in the Olympic Games." 

Many people will he surprised 
that such drastic action has been 
taken for the use of what is 
regarded as a common or garden 
medicinal preparation for a .com¬ 
mon or garden cohL Nor docs it 
appear In the list of proscribed 
drugs in th IOC's booklet on 
medical control. It is enmeshed, 
however, in the addition: "and 
related compounds” to tbe section 
dealing with narcotics, among 
them morphine. 

Professor Arnold Beckett, of 
London University, offered us the 
expert opinion that when admini¬ 
stered to man as much as 20 per 
cent of codeine is transformed 
j into morphine. Had a further test 
been undertaken in the present 
case it must have detected the 
presence of morphine, but that 
was unnecessmy as codeine was 
known to be a related compound. 

Tbe International Ice Hockey 
Federation rules do not exactly 
correspond to those of the IOC 
and they would have been pro- 
I pared to exonerate the Czecho¬ 
slovaks, but competition bare is 
governed not only by the rules 
of individual federations but also 
by those of the IOC. 

Prince Alexandre de Merode 
(Belgium) the chairman of the 
medical committee, explained that 
all doctors had been brought to¬ 
gether before the Games started to 
ensure they were aware of all the 
circamstances. 

. There. Is such an. epidemic of 
Influenza and colds here that 
most people have at some time 
had ro resort to a tablet, a potion 
or a nasal spray. It was claimed 


by the Czechoslovaks flat Fospisil 
had .taken only one tablet on the 
day before the match against 
Poland and two On the following 
morning. This seems to conflict 
with Professor Beckett's evidence, 
that “ though ft is impossible to 
dewrmtue how much of a drug is 
taken unless you know how long 
it has been ■ ip the system there 
was more present here than ope 
would find for a normal head¬ 
ache ". 

Is answer to a question. Prince 
Alexandre expressed the opinion 
that codeine did not improve 
athletic performance; that if, 
serves three purposes—to tran¬ 
quillize, to suppress muscular pain, 
and to cure colds. Professor 
Beckett did not seem entirely'to 
agree. He thought' that in a 
negative way the suppression of 

muscular pain was an aid to 
performance; so, too, was the 
calming of nerves. Two members 
of the Czechoslovak team were 
tested at random, one.-of whom 
was cleared. Professor Bee ken 
thought that the two positive 
samples they had discovered came 
from “ upward of 100 tests ” they 
had undertaken. 

Prince Alexandre said that the 
Czechoslovak doctor pleaded that 
be had used this drug several 
times without anyone knowing, 
that he had “ come to the medical 
committee with a card trying to ' 
justify himself But the IOC 
could not. accept his “ excuses 
If they allowed this one case to 
go unpunished their whole stand 
against drugs would be under¬ 
mined. ]

a drug that could be dangerous 
in large doses, because of its 
morphine content. It was a nar¬ 
cotic according to the World 
Health. Organization and in some 
countries was kept under strict | 
control.

A few home truths and a young wives’ tale

At despondent times this season 
the managers of West Bromwich 
Albion and Southampton, wbo 
meet in rbe fifth round of the FA 
Cup ax West Bromwich tomorrow, 
bave admined that going to 
Wembley or winning promotion 
back to the first division seemed 
like treasures hidden beyond some 
distant horizon. 

Johnny Giles, manager of West 
Bromwich. Albion since June of 
last year, had a grim start at the 
Hawthorns. The team, be said, 
were “ lousy ”, gaining only six 
points from the first eight matches. 
Meanwhile, down ac the Dell, 
Southampton's manager, Lawrie 
McMenemy, bad problems with 
away games. He got his point 
across iu his usual light way by 
telling the players that they could 
take their wives on the next away 
trip. Cheers from all, but then be 
added:.“They can play instead 
of you.” 

Giles, the Irish newcomer to 
management, and McMenemy, the 
Geordie originally brought to 
Southampton to be a firm right- 
hand man for the likable and 
mellow Ted Bates, have overcome 
their difficulties to the point of 
not only being shoulder to 
shoulder in the second division 
promotion race but now meeting 
to detide who goes through to 
rhe last eight of flic Cup. Both 
ciuhs think of themselves as be¬ 
longing to the first division, so 
the pressure on their respective 


managers is constant and de¬ 
manding. 

McMenemy bas had more than 
a poor away record to worry about. 
Keeping the team together after 
relegation to the second division 
two years ago bas been a battle 
against persistent inquiries from 
wealthier clubs and ntmoars of 
discontent. Chaunon and Osgood 
are just about the biggest names 
in the second division and if 
Southampton had not been chasing 
promotion and getting reasonably 
good home crowds there is not 
much doubt that both would have 
been offered for large sums. 

McMenemy accepts that these 
two wfll always be the targets of 
newspaper gossip stories, but 
thinks he has the right ” dressing 
room atmosphere ” to keep every¬ 
one happy. He also accepts tiiat 
in the second division the skills 
of these two have to be supported 
by harder midfield and defensive 
endeavour, though he says his 
last wish is to resort to the rough 
play for which the club had such 
a bad reputation a few seasons 
ago. 

In his comment about the wives, 
McMenemy tried to impress upon 
the piavers the need to show more 
strength against teams who were in 
the depths of the second division 
and faced with an unhappy future. 
He claims not to have changed his 
ideas about the importance of 
entertainment and still hell eyes 
“ we are at our best when going 
forward ”. But by improving the 
overall strength of the team he 


has Inadvertently-burdened himself 
with another problem. 

Tor years other teams had 
thoughts of Southampton as a one 
man bond. Paine used to be the 
lone star. More recently there has 
been the rwo man band—Osgood 
and Channon. Opponents used to 
give these players close attention 
and others would enjoy freedom. 
This is why Holmes, a 21-year-old 
midfield player, developed so 
quickly from being - a defender 
to a goal scorer who moves for¬ 
ward cleverly.

Innsbruck, Feb 12 

We went back to school roday, 
about 40 of us, at Vili, a charming 
little .village overlooking Inns¬ 
bruck. Tbe occasion was a semi¬ 
nar for ski-jumping judges and 
rbe lecturer, Dr Franz Siguu 
kindly allowed an intruder to 
maintain a watching brief in 
search of the reason why jump¬ 
ing competitions, partly assessed 
by human evaluation, should be 
almost totally devoid of the acri¬ 
mony and mistrust that attend 
figure-skating. 

The latest controversy at the 
rink, surrounds the marks, S3 
and 5.2, awarded to tbe women’s 
world champion, Dionne de Lecuw. 
by the American judge, when tbe 
remaining marks were of the order 
of S.7. The discontent arises 
partly because Miss de Leenw's 
principal opponent is an Ameri¬ 
can, Dorothy Hamill, and partly 
“because Miss de Leeuw, born and 
raised in the Uidted States, is 
American in all but passport and 
represents the Netherlands in in- 
i ter national competition.

Innsbruck, Feb 12.—The United 
States secured a gold medal again 
in tite Olympic speed skating 
events today when Peter Mueller 
won tbe men’s 1,000 metres. Muel¬ 
ler, aged 21.-from .the Milwaukee 
suburb uf Mequon, .took the title 
in its first appearance on the 
Oiympic programme. 

His time of one minute, 19,32 
seconds on slow Ice conditions was 
well off the world record of 
1:16.92 held by Valeri Muratov, 
of the Soviet Union, who was third 
today. The silver medal went to 
tile Norwegian Jorn Dldriksen, 
who was more than a -second be¬ 
hind Mueller in 1 :20.45. Mura¬ 
tov’S time was 1:20.57. 

Mueller, matching the gold 
medal won by Sheila Young last 
week In the women's 500 metres, 
fait his best chance for an Olym¬ 
pic medal had vanished when he 
finished only fifth in the 500 
metres on Tuesday.

The seminars are held every 
other year, in conjunction with the 
world championships and tbe 
Olympic Games, alternately and, 
though attendance is not compul¬ 
sory, lack of attendance, inevitably 
leads to the removal of a judge 
from the international panel. 
Almost without exception, judges 
of sld-jumping competitions, un¬ 
like those of figure-skating, are 
former junipers themselves. Before 
reaching their position they bave 
had to mark videotape recordings 
and then become “ apprentices ” 
at proper competitions. It seems to 
work well. 1 

Surely there is a lesson here for 
the international skating Union ? !

Two days of Curry’s life 
that seemed the longest

After his great triumph last 
night, Britain's Olympic figure 
skating champion John Curry, was 
nowhere to be foimd . in Inns¬ 
bruck this morning. After all the 
pressures of tbe lost few months, 
he understandably wanted a few 
hoars to himself away from all 
the newsmen, autograph hunters 
and wellivishers who were eagerly 
seeking him. He missed them all, 
spent a relaxing day in Seefeld, 
and returned refreshed and articu¬ 
late to meet the press tonight. 

He said that the long wait be¬ 
tween Monday’s short programme 
and Wednesday night’s free skat¬ 
ing had seemed the longest two 
days of his life. “ Everything was 
in slow motion. It took twice as 
long to have breakfast. I felt a 
I/ttie bit nervous on Tuesday when 
it suddenly hit me what was hap¬ 
pening. There were so many 
people in England hoping I would 
win,, and the weight of that 
arrived on Tuesday ”. But he came 
to grips with that, and spent some 
of that morning at the women’s 
compulsory figure skating, in sup¬ 
port of his coach’s other star 
pupil, the United States champion 
Dorothy Hamill. He was clearly 
pleased to hear what Miss Hamill 
had said- of him earlier in the 
week, when she spoke warmly of 
the help be bad given her in the 
past, keeping her calm during 
competitions. 

“ Dorothy and I arc great 
friends ” Curry mid tonight. “ To 
skats -with her is a help to me 
becausd she’s such a superb 
skater ”. He added that the whole 
rink in Denver, Where they are 
both trained by Carlo Fasd, was 
friendly, with all the skaters get¬ 
ting on well.

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The tell or not to tell argument 


Despite die wide agreement 
in favour of companies dis¬ 
closing more information to 
their employees, the extent 
and mechanisms of such a 
policy are still the subject 
of angry debate. 

However, with the pros¬ 
pect of statutory regulations 
on disclosure in view, many 
companies are carrying out 
wide-ranging reappraisals of 
their existing communica¬ 
tions machinery as a matter 
of priority. These voluntary 
attempts to produce a sod- 
ally acceptable spread of 
company knowledge' have al¬ 
ready produced clear evi¬ 
dence that employers hold 

> widely differing views about 
the sort of information that 
should be passed on, who 
should pass it on and even 
who should receive it- And 
a study of existing practices 
recently completed by the 
British Institute of Manage¬ 
ment. in an attempt to 'find 
out how executives are 
likely to be affected by 
pending legislation, reveals 
a vast spectrum of attitudes 
and interpretation among 
United Kingdom companies. 

The study discovered, for 
example, that while more 
than SO per cent of public 
companies believed ha giv¬ 
ing their middle managers 
more information than they 
gave to shareholders, a sur¬ 
prising 13 per cent actually 
disclosed less to this' group. 
At the same time some 25 


per cent of these comjxanies 
claimed to give more infor¬ 
mation to their manual wor¬ 
kers then to shareholders. 

For a clearer picture of 
communication to staff in 

British companies, the BIM 
survey classified the main 


types of information under 

four headings: personnel 


data, income a data, general 
performance indicators and 
future plans. The 391 firms 
covered by the survey were 
required to give details of 
their disclosure provisions in 
each category. Of the 294 
participating _ firms which 
recognized unions, the study 
showed tii at most regularly 

supplied basic personnel and 
income data to union repre¬ 
sentatives, although a quar¬ 
ter of these companies made 
no systematic disclosure of 
routine information. About 
25 per cent of the sample 
disclosed general perform¬ 
ance indicators and future 
plans on a regular basis. 

The study did find, how¬ 
ever, that despite the diver¬ 
gence in ’ the depth of 
information supplied many 
firms with unions were 
fairly consistent in advocat¬ 
ing the use of joint consul¬ 
tation bodies for passing on 
data, rather titan dealing 
direct with union representa¬ 
tives. This was found to be 
particularly true for. “ good 
news ” items regarding per¬ 
formance indicators rather 
than “bad news” items 
which were often routed to 
the unions. 


The survey shows that 
information of varying depth 
was provided regularly to all 
employees by 56 per cent of 
the firms, with house 
journals, notice boards, 

written communications to 
individuals and briefing 

groups all being common, 
instruments. Special reports 
od company performance 
were issued by 22 per cent 
of firms and this technique 
appeared to be growing test 
according to the report’s 
author, Mr Robin Smith. 

One of the greatest 

problems seen by companies 
in operating fuller communi¬ 
cations systems was _ the 
danger of employees failing 
to understand or misinter¬ 
preting the information 
supplied. About 35 per cent 
of tiie companies questioned 
were already taking definite 
steps to overcome this by 
providing training on tbe 
Twain aspects of information 
handling. 

Where this was the case, 
senior employees in the hier¬ 
archy were much more Ekely 
to receive this training than 
shop stewards or works 
council members; but a 
quarter of tiie firms were 
providing special courses, for 
example, to help employees 
interpret financial data. 
Other problems encountered 
by companies introducing 
new information nolides 
ranged from the difficulties 

involved in assessing what 
data was so sensitive as to 


warrant its disclosure only 
to top executives to more 
obvious structural problems 
like the geographical spread 
of a company or its product 
diversity. 

However, a severe indict¬ 
ment of executive attitudes 
is represented in one major 
problem mentioned by 
several employers. When 
they were asked to spell out 
the difficulties encountered 
in operating an information 
policy, the number ident^y- 
ing poor communications 
from management was three 
times greater than those 
identifying bad union com¬ 
munications, tiie report says. 

For example, the report 
quotes one employer as 
citing as one of his biggest 
headaches: “Great reluct¬ 
ance on behalf of senior and 
line managers to pass infor¬ 
mation to workers. Bad brief¬ 
ing of middle management 
by direc tors. ” Another boss 
tersely noted, “reactionary 
tendencies of senior manage¬ 
ment**, and a third respon¬ 
dent pinpointed an “inevit¬ 
able conflict” between an 
organizational goal and tiie 
personal ones held by mana¬ 
gers: “The sensitivity Of 
some top managers to com¬ 
municating information 
which -could attract - criti¬ 


cism.”

Man Friday has been cot by 
some seven minutes since it 
made its first unhappy; appear¬ 
ance as tbe offidal British entry 
at last year’s Cannes Festival. 
At this distance ic is hard to 
identify precisely what has been 
cut: but in any event it does 
little to save a film that excites 
less anger than sorrow for what 
might have been. 

The idea of retelling the Life 
and Strange Surprizing Adven¬ 
tures of Robinson Crusoe, .of 
York, Mariner, from the point 
of view of Friday conld nave 
been inspired. The high ambi¬ 
tions of tiie endeavour are 
demonstrated in the opening 
riiot^ which pick up Crusoe 
where Luis Bunuel left him 23 
years ago, trotting along his 
beach, a bit crazed and mum¬ 
bling. a ridiculous figure under 
his flapping sunshade of skins. 
The credits even give the name 
of Bunuel's photographer, 
though it is hard to believe 
t hat this indecisive, blue-hazed 
colour can be the work of the 
same Alex P hillip s. 

Yet the film is a central illus¬ 
tration of some of the essential 
deficiencies of our indigenous 
cinema—all of them hinted, and 
none of them faced, in the 
1 recent - report of the Prime 
! Minister’s working party on the 
I future of the British film in¬ 
dustry. 

We lack, for a start, any 
creative producer of the kind 
who might have imposed a 
coherence of style and single¬ 
ness of intention where now 
there is none, and kept in check 
the self-indulgent excesses of a 
star (Peter O’Toole) who is also 
involved in the production of 
the film- We lack writers who 
have had die chance to learn 
the demanding techniques of 
the cinema. Adapted from his 
own television play, Adrian 
Mitchell's script becomes a 
series of variations on a theme, 
without either cohesion or.real 
progression. 

We have always lacked in this 
country what the Germans call 
“ Dramaturgs ”, people with a 
trained critical skill in script 
analysis, who could have saved 
these film-makers, for instance, 
from setting themselves nearly 
insuperable problems even be¬ 
fore they started the film. If 
this is to be Friday’s image of 
Crusoe, then Friday has to dis¬ 
cover Crusoe, and it is an 
elementary error to shoot the 
whole of the beginning as the 
conventional Crusoe story, from 
Crusoe's point of view, and with 
Crusoe discovering Friday. 
Again, if the whole first section 
of the story is to be concerned 
with Crusoe’s efforts to teach 
Friday to speak halting words 
of Englidi, it is a gnive handi¬ 
cap that the audience has 
already heard Friday chattering 
away among his own fellow

islanders in a picturesquely 
literary but very serviceable 
En glish. 

To give Crusoe _ an ana¬ 
chronistic personality and 
psychology and set of responses 
could have been revealing - but 
it would have worked only if 
someone had decided once and 
for all whether he is to be- 
viewed as a seventeenth-century 
natural philosopher, a nine¬ 
teenth-century colonialist, or a 
twentieth-can tiny public school¬ 
master.

From tune to time the film¬ 
makers seem to be coming near 
it, and stammer out their liberal 
intentions; but at once take 
refuge again in an unresolved 
muddle of vaudeville, spectacle, 
farce, sentiment, adventure. 

Their justification no doubt 
would be the need to entertain 
at a popular level It’s a proper 
motive r but popular entertain¬ 
ment, like any other, demands 
self-confidence in the artist and 
a central integrity in the work 
—not just sops of fun and farce 
hurled wiUy-niDy. The talents, 
of the director. Jack Gold, seem 
to have wilted under the diffi¬ 
culties of this ill-conceived de¬ 
sign.

Eat, drink and be safe from infection 


I have never actually been bitten by 3 
rat in a British restaurant (though I 
have frequently been stuns by the 
propri e t or ), but I am sometimes 
airmai l at my good fortune in lias 
respect. Which, is why the Private 
Member's Bill to be presented today 
in the House of Commons by Mr 
Andrew Bowden, (with all-party sup¬ 
port) 5s much, to be encouraged. I 
hope that Mr Bowden’s understand¬ 
ing that the Government is willing to 
help it on res way proves correct and 
that the Government does not change 
irar mind; I also hope that no Mem¬ 
ber uses the‘considerable opportuni¬ 
ties available for the obstruction of 
Private Members’ legislation. I hope, 
finally, that if any Member should do 
so, he doesn’t turn out to be a direc¬ 
tor of a firm of caterers or a 
restaurant-chain, because my well- 
known innocent trust in the goodness 
of mankind in general and Members 
of Parliament in particular migh t 
then suffer irreparable damage. 

For the Bill, which is entitled the 
Foods end Drugs (Control of Food 
Prennses) BtU, goes a little way to¬ 
wards imposing some minimum stan¬ 
dards of control over the al most 
unimaginably low level of hygiene 
exists ha restaurants and food 
shops in this country. 

The horrid truth of the matter is 
that, over very large parts of Britain, 
there are, for all practical purposes, 
no legal safeguards at all in this 
field, and in some places (London, for 
instance) where the machinery for 
control, as well as the rules them¬ 
selves, does exist, there is no serious 


possibility of adequate inspection, let 
alone enforcement, and many res¬ 
taurant kitchens and store-rooms, as 
well os food shops and other places 
where food is kept; displayed, sold or 
eaten, are in an almost unimaginable 
condition of filth, squalor and danger 
to health. Anyone wanting to upset 
an American, particularly a New- 
Yorker, should take him out to 
a meal at a cheap cafe in this 
country, and half way through the 
disgusting meal (by which time he 
will be very upset anyway) explain 
to _ him how the food hygiene laws in 
this country differ from those he is 
used to back home. As a matter of 
fact, I have done tins with Americans, 
and also Germans, in very expensive 
restaurants serving delirious food, 
and had them turn bright green, on 
the instant. 

The most extraordinary aspect of 
our laxity in tilts regard is chat any¬ 
one wishing to open a restaurant may 
do so without laving to satisfy any 
requirements at all in the matter of 
hygiene. No licence is needed, to be 
granted only on the attainment of 
certain standards; no inspection by 
the local authority's officials takes 
place; indeed, the opening of a res¬ 
taurant does not even have to be 
registered—if there are premises the 
lease of which permits ebeir use for 
the selling of food, anyone may start 
to sell food there whenever he likes, 
and think about getting a tin of some¬ 
thing to kill the cockroaches only 
when he has killed half the residents 
of the borough. 

Unfortunately, Mr Bowden’s Bill 
does not include provisions for the 
registering or licensing of food pre¬ 
mises, let alone for the imposition of 
aoy test of hygiene on them before 


they are permitted to operate; also 
it provides for a maximum fine ot 
only £400, which would hardly deter 
the proprietor of anything lvger 
a whelkscalL And, as I read toe Bill, 
it does not seem to cover pubs (»**e 
that same American to 
jolly Bellodan host * washing the 
glasses all evening in the same bas'J 1 
of increasingly filthy v^ter) which, 
all in all, probably, hold[ aU records 
for insanitary premises. Still, the BU 
should achieve something ; for the 
principle he wishes to enact is one 
which would permit a local authority, 
if an offence has been committed 
under the Food and Drugs Act, 1955, 
to get a court order permitting them 
to dose the premises until those in 
charge have satisfied the health in¬ 
spectorate of the cleanliness of the 
premises. Better suD (for such prose¬ 
cutions can take, months, to come to 
court), when an information is laid— 
that is, when the first steps towards 
a prosecution have been taken—the 
local authority can apply to a court 
for an order closing the premises 
until the case is over (with a. very 
proper provision for compensation if 
the proprietors are acquitted). 

A minor, but especially encourag¬ 
ing, feature of Mr Bowden’s Bill is 
that it specifically includes stalls as 
well as premises (and mobile stalls 
have been held not to be premises 
under other legislation). The reason 
that I find this encouraging is that 
it might; with any luck, put out of 
business those miniature trucks (in 
shape most suggestively similar to 
the ordinary one-man municipal 
dust-cart) which sell ”hot dogs” in 
London and other cities, though from 
the unbearable stench of rancid fat 
that issues from them, and that can 


cause a window-shopper 50 yards 
away to double up and start retching 
into the gutter, the dreadful things 
they sell could not be made even 
of the putrescent flesh of even the 
lowliest of mongrel curs; I hope that 
local authorities, -armed with the 
legislation, move quickly to extirpate 
the entire trade. 

The condition of so many of our 
restaurants, particularly the cheap 
ones, is only another reflection of the 
extraordinary and deplorable willing¬ 
ness of the British to put up with pub¬ 
lic food of a quality that would have 
almost any other fully civilized ration, 
and quite a few cannibal tribes, either 
calling for the police or taking, the 
law into their own hands and boiling 
the proprietor offering it to them in a 
vat of his own soap, coffee or deter¬ 
gent, no one of which substances ran 
in any case be distinguished, either 
by sight or taste, from the other two. 
I have heard many unconvincing ex¬ 
planations for the wretchedly low 
standard of food offered to people 
who want to eat out in this country, 
and all the explanations are in the 
end tautologies, for the only answer 
that would make us understand the 
phenomenon is to another question 
altogether: not “ why are restaurants 
here so bad?” but “why don’t the 
customers know or care what they are 
eating ? Even that question implies 
another : why does even the poorest 
and most ignorant French worker 
know and care about his food, and 
demand, however low the level at 
which, for lack of means, he must eat, 
that he should not be served disgust¬ 
in'? rubbish ? 

J really do not know. T do know, of 
course, that you cannot raise pubbe 
taste by legislation, and no doubt 


Why the Spanish are sceptical 
about Government promises 


Camilo Jose Cela, Spain’s 
leading contemporary novelist, 
remarked the other day that 
when he was young and the 
Civil War broke out he decided 
he preferred injustice to dis¬ 
order. M Today with the 
maturity the years have brought 
me”, he wrote in the Madrid 
weekly Cambio , ”1 put justice 
before order and now even 
identify the two things.” 

The effort Spain has drama¬ 
tically embarked upon after the 
death of General Franco to 
install a West European-style 
democracy is essentially about 
whether those forces who think 
like Sen or Cela will achieve the 
upper hand in national affairs. 

Spain today is alive with both 
hope and scepticism about its 
future. To be fair, both ele¬ 
ments have to be kept in 
balance but after Sefior Carlos 
Arias’s disastrous speech 
sketching the government pro¬ 
gramme of reforms; scepticism 
is undoubtedly strongest. Many 
of those Spaniards who desire 
change—a majority of the 
population under 45, it seems— 
resent the promises made 
simply, they suspect, for the 
European audience while no 
decisive reforms have been 
decreed. 

The key figure is Senor 
Manuel Fraga, Vice-Premier 
and Minister of the Interior, 
who is fighting both against 
“The Bunker” the Hitlerian 
image the Spaniards have given 
the politically and economically 
influential elements of the for¬ 
mer regime, and also so as not 
to lose control of the still 
delicate Liberalization process 
he has committed himself to. 

“Everyone is sceptical—about 
the Government’s promises and 
about those of the Opposition ”, 
a Madrid barrister told .me, 
though his 18-year-old univer¬ 
sity student daughter rushed in 


shortly afterwards full of enthu¬ 
siasm after participating, for 
the first time in her life, in a 
demonstration. 

The Spanish people detest 
above all being taken in, 
suspicion is part of their inheri¬ 
tance. But there are also more 
substantial reasons. Ordinary 
people, though still essentially 
unpoliticized, keenly sense that 
a genuine degree of democrat¬ 
ization should help achieve 
more soda! justice. For that 
reason they doubt whether those 
who have done well out of the 
regime will surrender easily. 

Secondly, a significant num¬ 
ber of Spaniards, of all classes, 
still doubt whether the Gov¬ 
ernment’s intention is to do 
more -than concede a minimum 
of formal democracy—refer- 
end urns, elections with parties 
legalized late in the campaign 
or not at a]]. One Christian 
Democrat leader said chat the 
basic difference between the 
democratic Opposition and the 
Government was over trusting 
the verdict from an exercise of 
popular sovereignty. 

Yet within the framework 
Senor Fraga has pledged muni¬ 
cipal elections in the autumn 
and general elections in the 
spring of next year. For the 
Government to temporize with 
the political programme over 
the coming months looks highly 
dangerous. This is simply be¬ 
cause of Spain’s improvident 
economic situation. 

A Banco de Bilboa report on 
1975 put it graphically, observ¬ 
ing that while the industrial¬ 
ized countries had stemmed 
large outgoings due to higher 
petrol prices, “and while our 
exports encountered difficulties 
of all kinds on foreign markets, 
Spain has gone on importing as 
if nothing had happened”. 

Ideally, a phase of economic 
stability should have been 
bought for the political reforms. 
But with a £1,500,000 balance 
of payments deficit last year, a 


poor investment climate and a 
falling Stock Exchange in spite 
of a wage freeze, which pro¬ 
voked the January strike wave 
(when more hours were lost 
than in the v.Loie of last year), 
tiiis now looks utterly Utopian. 
The Government gives the im¬ 
pression of being perplexed 
about how to solve the econo¬ 
mic problem and this week’s 
devaluation of the peseta wHl 
inevitably give a new twist to 
inflation, perhaps the gravest 
problem of afl. 

There' exists at present an 
indirect dialogue between the 
democratic Opposition and the 
Government, with the former 
anxious to show Senor Fraga 
that their leaders have control 
of the troops. Bat street demon¬ 
strations like last Sunday’s 
massive turnout in Barcelona 
will increase the risk of two 
intransigent groups glowering 
at each other, unless the Gov¬ 
ernment can be seen by public 
opinion to have commenced 
battle in the courts for its re¬ 
forms. 

Crucial months lie ahead of 
the Government, barely two 
months old. But in reserve are 
King Juan Carlos’s decree 
powers and an eventual Cabinet 
reshuffle, favouring more 
liberal ministers—if he feels 
strong enough. Undoubtedly the 
King’s personal popularity has 
grown in the country since 
November. 

Every week lost in inactivity 
lessens the room to manoeuvre, 
while disappointment and frus¬ 
tration mount. During the recent 
strike wave almost everyone 
said, at least privately, that the 
working classes showed discip¬ 
line. Yet one of the most worry¬ 
ing ommissions from Senor 
Arias’s speech was the absence 
of any plans for reforming 
Spain’s official trade unions, 
where “The Bunker" is also 
entrenched.

“South Africans, like Israelis, 
must get used to the idea of 
living with a warlike situation 
for some years to come ”, 
Major-General Neil Webster, 
Director-General of Resources 
in the South African Defence 
Force, said recently. With the 
virtual collapse of Unite de¬ 
fences in Angola and the swift 
advance southwards of the joint 
MPLA-Cuban Army, South 
Africa is faced—perhaps sooner 
than even General Webster ex¬ 
pected—with the prospect of be¬ 
coming involved in its first real 
war for 30 years. 

The 'MP LA-Cuban forces are 
now only about 100 miles from 
the advance positions of the 
South African army in southern 
Angola. It is still not clear 
whether they will continue to 
advance southward and thus 
force a direct confrontation 
with the South Africans or will 
keep their distance to see 
whether South Africa will with¬ 
draw from the area voluntarily. 
But tiie South Africans are now 
preparing themselves militarily 
and psychologically for a major 
clash. 

If it comes it will be a style 
of warfare the South Africans 
are unused to. Although 
trained as a conventional force, 
the army’s experience in recent 
years has been mainly in com¬ 
bating ill-armed, untrained 
guerrillas in_ the South-West 
African (Namibian) border area 
or in Rhodesia. Soon, how¬ 
ever, they could be faring a 
sizable force of Cuban regulars 
armed with T54 and T34 tanks, 
i? 7 iwm “ Stalin Organ ” mul¬ 
tiple rocket launches, helicop¬ 
ter gun-ships and MiG jet air¬ 
craft. 

There can be_ no doubting that 
the massive injection of sophis¬ 
ticated communist equipment in 
Angola has racBcally altered the 
military balance in southern 
Africa. This was admitted by 
the South African Defence Min¬ 
ister, Mr P. W. Botha, in a 
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newspaper interview yesterday 
when he said that South Africa 
had no answer to some of the 
Russian weapons being used by 
the Cubans. He added, how¬ 
ever, that South Africa could 
more than hold its own. 

South Africa has a relatively 
small almost exclusively white 
defence force. The defence 
department is cagey about num¬ 
bers and refers inquirers to 
the International Institute for 
Strategic Studies’ “ military 
balance”. This shows that the 
total size of the country’s com¬ 
bined armed forces is only just 
over 50,000 of whom the vast 
majority are in the army. The 
size of the army is put at 
38,000, 31,000 of them young 
national servicemen and a mere 
7,000 regulars. However, the 
army can be more than trebled 
by calling out the active 
reserve 

South Africa is believed to 
have between 4,000 and 5,000 
men in the immediate border 
area, which stretches 800 miles 
from the Atlantic to the eastern 
tip of tiie Capzivi Strip. They 
are concentrated around the 
multi-million pound Cunene 
River hydro-electric and irri¬ 
gation scheme inside Angola, 
They are also defending at least 
four refugee camps inside 
Angola. 

South Africa has about 140 


Centurion tanks, a large assort¬ 
ment of light tanks, armoured 
cars and armoured personnel 
carriers, and some aging artil¬ 
lery pieces such as 25-poonders 
and 155mm howitzers. The back¬ 
bone of the air force is its 60 
Mirage His. It also has six 
elderly Canberra and 10 
Buccaneer bombers, large nmn- , 
bers of Hercules and other I 
transport planes, and a consider- I 
able quantity of helicopters. 

The South Africans would; 
probably win aiiy engagements 
in the border area—at least in 
the short term. The real danger 
lies in the medium and long 
term. There is a possibility that 
the Soviet Union could increase 
its supply of arms so as to far 
outreacn anything the _ South \ 
Africans have at their disposal, i 
More seriously, there is a real 
danger that instead of a short, 
sharp war on the border there 
will be a long, simmering con¬ 
frontation in which few shots 
are exchanged but which could 
have a debilitating effect on 
the South African economy and 
eventually on the country’s 
morale. 

In the final analysis South 
Africa differs from Israel in 
one vital respect—it is not 
sheltered by an American mili¬ 
tary and economic umbrella.

In the present excitement about 
public spending and the growth 
of the civil service, the special 
advisers appointed by Govern¬ 
ment ministers have been a 
favourite target Zan Gow, the 
Conservative . MP for East¬ 
bourne, has been peppering 
ministers since October with 
questions about how much the 
advisers are paid, but; with the 
exception of Lord Kal dor’s 
£14,000 a year, individual 
salaries have been carefully 
kept from him. 

Gow believes that he was told 
Kaldor*s salary by mistake, and 
says that the Government have 
been increasingly secretive 
about the subject. -In October 
he was told that the 29 special 
advisers were paid a total of 
£205,000 a year, but now fresh 
orders have gone out from 
Downing Street and the Govern¬ 
ment are refusing to go into 
any further detail. 

Gow might have had more 
success had he asked the 
advisers themselves. Some of 
them do not share the Govern¬ 
ment’s timidity, and several 
told my reporter their rate of 
pay frankly after only the 
quickest glance at their latest 
pay slip. 

Vicky Kidd, special adviser 
in the Lord President’s Office, 
is paid £6,145, at the bottom 
of the civil service principal 
grade salary scale This, she 
says, is exactly wbat she would 
have been paid if she had re¬ 
mained in the regular civil 
service, __ where she was 
formerly. 

Roger Darlington at the 
Northern Ireland Office—des¬ 
pite his similar experience, 
background and responsibilities 
to Miss Kidd—is paid only 
£4,462 a year. Matthew Cake- 
shott gets £6,327 at the Home 
Office, arrived at he says “by 
a rather odd formula*. 

David Lipsey, who works for 
Anthony Crosland, says be 
wouM have no moral objection 
to his salary being public 
knowledge but- feels bound by 
tiie Prime Minister’s decision - 

John Lyttle, who gets “ about 
£ 8,000 ” a year as special 
adviser to Shirley Williams, 
claims that this is some £3,400 
less than he would be paid if 
he had stayed in his old job as 
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chief concSianon officer at the 
Race Relations Board. Tony 
Berm’s adviser, Frances Morrell, 
says she is pmd “ almost exactly 
£6,000 ” and back a t tiie Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment, John 
Silkies adviser Ann Carlton 
admits to £6,092. 

Barbara Castle has four 
special advisers. Three of them 
—Jack Straw, Tony Lynes and 
Gerald Alltimes—would not say 
wbat they earned. I did not ask 
the fourth, Brian Abd-Smith, 
who is believed to earn some¬ 
thing near £14,000 a year. 
Another man believed to be 
paid on that level is Bernard 
Donoghue, special adviser to 
the Prime Minister. 

r think that the advisers who 
told me their salaries did so 
partly because they believe they 
are underpaid by Civil Service 
standards. It is probable, there¬ 
fore, that the ones who would 
not tell me are paid rather 
more. 

The advisers have^ declined to 
join any of the Civil Service 
staff associations, which would 
gladly accept them. A recent 
scheme by the Civil Service 
Department for rationalizing 
their divergent rates, using 
their age as a criterion, did not 
come to fruition. Like publica¬ 
tion of their salaries, it was 
vetoed from Downing Street.

By. Mood and instinct—Hke 
so many of the British—1 am a 
Unionist. My mother came from 
Scotland; my father from Pro¬ 
testant Ulster, -while my home 
is in tiie Lincolnshire constitu¬ 
ency I represent at West- 
ntinster.^ The concept of One 
Nation is not merely a useful 
quotation. The pursuit of this 
ideal, in both its literal and 
allegorical forms, provides the 
nurin con turning inspiration for 
a political life in tins country. 

This belief by no means leads 
me to underestimate the weight 
of discontent in Scotland. In¬ 
deed, analogies with tiie Irish 
problem of 80 years ago do not 
seem too fanciful. 

Zn Scotland, as elsewhere, 
there is an. understandable 
hostility to what is felt to be 
the reduction of Abraham Lin¬ 
coln's inspiring ‘ trilogy to 
Government or London bv 
Loudon for London. These 
sentiments are only partially 
comprehended in the South. 
They represent a. wider and 
deeper criticism than mere, 
antagonism to the politicians 
and bureaucrats. Those who 
have always lived in the south¬ 
east region of England may find 
it difficult to appreciate with 
what suspicion the “ mores ” of 
the Home Counties—made even 
more intrusive by tiie modern 
media—me regarded in other 
regions of our country: “The 
real England begins north of 
tiie Trent” It is-not said in 
jest 

This mood of discontent 
which has brought the Scottish 
National Party to the forefront 
Of the stage in Scotland is 
almost as strongly felt in the 
north-west and north-east of 
England and for similar reasons 
—although it still awaits a poli¬ 
tical vehicle. If this could be 
more widely understood it 
might help the vast majority of 
the canny Scots—and all of us 
—«o keep the problem of Scot¬ 
tish separatism in its proper 
pabtical perspective. 

The second essential to re¬ 
member about the Scottish 
situation is its important econo¬ 
mic aspect. When the competi¬ 
tive performance of Britain 
improves internationally; when 
relatively fufl employment and 
stable prices return; when the 
crushing burden of taxation and 
bureaucratic interference in the 
liberties of the individual are 
lightened: then the national 
mood may be very different in 
Scotland, and elsewhere. I 
believe that economic recovery 
will do more to preserve rbe 
Union and to defeat Scottish 
separatism than any “botched- 
up” constitutional contrivance. 
Conversely, no political pro¬ 
posal or device wfll be truly 
acceptable if presented aga&Kt 
a back-cloth of economic faJ/utfe 
and consequent social bitter¬ 
ness. The best answer to Scot¬ 
land’s constitutional uirest 
would be die economic recovery 
of die United Kingdom.

pay more attention to toe iodine 
content of bread, milk and other 
common foodstuffs as excess iod¬ 
ine may lead to thyroid disease, 
according to a report published in 
the British Medical Journal today. 
Doctors at toe thyroid clinic at 
Launceston, Tasmania, have been 
studying toe relationship between 
dietary iodine and thyroid disease 
since 1960 and have shown that 
the two are more closely linked 
than had been thought. 

Tasmani a is a region with little 
iodine in the soil and water, and 
the local population is therefore 
at risk of developing thyroid 
tumours (goitres) through iodine 
deficiency. Similar conditions 
used to be found in Derbyshire, 
Switzerland, and other areas with 
porous limestone rock, bnt-in such 
regions toe health authorities can 
and usually do counter the defi¬ 
ciency by adding iodine to bread, 
salt, or some other staple food. 
The amount added has to be 
judged with care, however, for too 


itare another foixn of thyroid 
disease, thyrotoxicosis, in which 
overactivity by the gland causes 
loss of weight, tremor and agita¬ 
tion. 

In order u> combat possible 
iodine deficiency, toe Tasmanian 
health authorities began to add 
iodine to bread in 1966. Before 
long, however, it seemed that the 
amount of iodine added was too 
large, as toe incidence of thyro¬ 
toxicosis began to rise. Investi¬ 
gations at toe Launceston clinic 
showed that that increase in cases 
of thyrotoxicosis had in fact 
started two years before any iod¬ 
ine was added to toe bread and 
that it rose even further when the 
bread was iodinated. After a per¬ 
iod of stability there was yet 
another rise, in 1971. 

Clearly another, unsuspected, 
source of iodine was upsetting 
toe health authorities’ calcula¬ 
tions. After a long investigation 
toe Launceston doctors are now 
satisfied it was the introduction 


in 1963 of toe use of Iodine 
disinfectants by toe dairy indus¬ 
try. The iodine compounds were 
used to wash toe cows’ udders 
a ad dean the milking machines 

The second rise in the inci¬ 
dence of thyrotoxicosis, in 1971, 
seems to have been due to a 
change to a use of iodine dis¬ 
infectants by the bulk milk dis¬ 
tributors and bottling plants. 

There is a second possible 
source, of iodine. A recent change 
in bread manufacture has led to 
the use of iodine additives in 
the continuous-mix technique of 
automated bread-making. More 
attention should be paid to dietary 
Iodine sources of tint ki nd, the 
report concludes, for they may be 
responsible for the sma ll b ut 
significant Increase in thyroid 
disease which will be detected 
only if it is looked for.

Dr Coggan 
criticizes 
Vatican view 
of sex

The Vatican's recent state¬ 
ment on sexual ethics -was 
“somewhat Tacking in pastoral 
guidance and tenderness 
towards those who find these 
problems quite a giwi mu g ”, 
the Archbishop of Ca n terbury, 
Dr Coggan, sard in an interview 
published today. 

The statement, from the 
Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith, concerned bumth. 
sexuality, masturbation, and 
premarital sexual interDxmse, 
and reaffirmed traditional 
Roman Catholic marMng that 
sexual relations were permitted 
only-within marriage. 

.Dr Coggan, in an interview 
with Mr John Wflkins, of the 
BBC, published in The Tablet. 
pointed out that the Church of 
England has a definite Kne of 
its pwn, paticniariy on .file 
morality, of birth control, where 
it differs radically from- the 
traditional ' Roman Catbcfic 
position. 

The Vatican’s statement; he 
expected, would help those who 
were looking for authoritative 
statements and who were pre¬ 
pared to be obedient to than. 
Bat he wanted to venttme a 
word of criticism. 

The present series of discus¬ 
sions between Anglican and 
Roman Catholic theologians bad 
run intfi “very great difficul¬ 
ties ” on the question of 
authority. Dr Coggan said, and 
that was to be expected. Infall¬ 
ibility and papal supremacy 
were the two most obvious dif¬ 
ficulties. People outside the 
Roman Catholic Cburch were 
not likely to be willing to assent 
to the infallibility of die Pope 
in defining faith and morals. 
But he quoted and endorsed the 
view of his predecessor. Lord 
Ramsey of Canterbury, that 
“ Christians as a whole might 
accept the Pope as presiding 
bishop among the bishops of the 
world”. 

The Anglican Communion's 
movement towards the ordina¬ 
tion of women had to be accom¬ 
panied by careful discussions 
with the Roman Catholic and 
Orthodox churches. Dr Coggan 
said, “to help them to see that 
there are very big theological 
issues here, not only of tradi¬ 
tion, but also of the whole mat¬ 
ter of the Christian view of 
sexuality, of the doctrine of 
the Holy Spirit, and the declara¬ 
tion of his mind as the eras of 
the church's life go on”.

Dispensing with parent’s consent in adoption 


Family Division 


In re B (an infant) 

Before Mr Justice Cwnmiag-Bmce 
[Judgment delivered February 11] 

The effect of section 3 of the 
Children Act, 1975, on section 
5(1) (b) of toe Adoption Act, 1958, 
was considered by Mr Justice 
Cummiug-Bruce. 

Section 3 of toe Cbfldren Act 
provides : “ In reaching any deci¬ 
sion relating to toe adoption of a 
chad, a court or adoption agency 
shall have regard to all the ekenm- 
stances, first consideration being 
given to toe need to safeguard 
and promote the welfare of toe 
child toronshout Ms childhood; 
and shall so far as practicable 
ascertain toe wishes and feelinss 
of the drrld regarding the decision 
and give due consido-ation to 
them, having regard to bis age 
and understanding.** 

Section 5(1) of the Adoption 
Act provides“ The court may 
dispense with any consent... if 
it is satisfied that the person 
whose consent is to be dispensed 
with ... (b) ... is withholding 
his consent unreasonably.” 

His Lordship gave judgment on 
toe law in open court after hear¬ 
ing an adoption application in 
chambers. 

Mr Nell Taylor, QC, and Miss

Section 5(1)(b) of toe Adoption 
Act provided that a court might 
dispense with a parent’s consent 
if the court was satisfied that toe 
parent was withholding Ms consent 
unreasonably. On January 1, 1976, 
section 3 of toe Children Act 
came into operation. 

The court had to consider 
whether section 3 had any effect 
and, if so, whar effect upon toe 
process whereby a court decided 
whether it was satisfied that the 
consent of a mother should be 
dispensed with on toe ground that 
she was withholding her consent 
unreasonably.

Short, sharp sentences needed 


Regina v Lees 

There was a real need for Short, 
sharp sentences for youthful 
offenders. Lord Justice Lawton 
said in the Court of Appeal. It 
might well be that die minimum 
period of three months in a deten¬ 
tion centre, laid down by section 
4(2} of toe Criminal Justice Act, 
1961, was too long and should be 
altered to enable shorter sentences 
of detention t o be imposed. 

HTS LORDSHIP, who was giving 
judgment on an appeal against a 
sentence of six months’ detention 
for wounding with intent, said 


that until young people realized 
that if they indulged in violence 
they would lose tbeir freedom. 
There would be an increase in 
-violence in fights outside dance 
halls and public houses and after 
football matches. Loss of liberty, 
however, should not be used as a 
rubber stamp ; the facts of each 
case bad to be examined. 

There were strong mitigating 
circumstances in the present case, 
and as toe appellant bad already- 
spent 15 days in a detention centre 
—and it had bad an effect—be 
would be conditionally discharged. 


Questioning not permitted 


Conway y Rolten 

Police officers who questioned a 
man about an offence after they 
bad told him that be would be 
charged in relation to toe offence 
were in breach of rule LU of toe 
Judges' Rules, Mr Justice Watkins 
said in the Divisional Court. Under 
rule HZ questions should not be 
put. except in exceptional circum¬ 
stances, to an accused person 
after “ he has been charged or 
informed that he may be prose¬ 
cuted ”, A person who was told 
that he would be charged came 
into the category of a man who 
had already been charged. 

HIS LORDSHIP Said that the 


words, “ informed that he may be 
prosecuted ”, referred to the case 
where toe police contemplated. 
issuing a summons: R v Collier 
and SLemdng ([1365] 1 WLR 
1470) arid Archbold (38th ed, 
1973, ' paragraph 1389). The 
breach of toe rule, however, dfd 
not make the defendant’s confes¬ 
sion inadmissible as be had con¬ 
tended. 

His Lordship was dismissing an 
appeal against conviction of baring 
keys in toe course of or in con¬ 
nexion with the theft of motor 
cars, contrary to section 25 of the 
Theft Act. 1968.

A judge should allow a witness 
to refresh his memory from a 
statement prepared from hiy 
original notes, provided that it is 
substantially toe same as the notes, 
even though it does not contain all 
the material in them, and to that 
extent is not an exact copy. 

The Court of Appeal so held 
when dismissing an appeal by 
Kwok SI Cheng against ms comric- 
tion at the Central Criminal Court 
(Recorder: Mr R. N. Titoeridgc, 
QC) for unlawfully supplying a 
preparation of a dangerous drag. 

Mr Denis Baiba for the appel¬ 
lant; Mr Dennot Wright for toe 
prosecution. 

LORD JUSTICE LAWTON said 
that the appellant was one of a 
number, of men. mostly Chinese, 
who had been peddling heroin in 
Soho. Police officers'had kept ob¬ 
servation on them for a consider¬ 
able period. In February, 1972 , a 
number of men. including the 
appellant, were arrested and com¬ 
mitted for trial. While the appel¬ 
lant was on bail awaiting trial be 
went to Hongkong and was subse¬ 
quently extradited. The others 
were tried and convicted. 

.At toe appellant’s trial in May. 
1975, it emerged that one of the 
officers who had kept observation 
on him had .been transferred from 
toe Metropolitan Police and no 
longer had his notebook. The 
prosecution applied to the judge 
to permit him to refresh his 
memory from a statement he had 
prepared from bis notebook in 


March, 1972, which had been used 
as a deposition at toe committal 
proceedings. 

The appellant’s counsel objected 
op the ground that toe officer’s 
statement did not include part of 
his notes concerning toe men 
under surveillance who bad-, not 
been arrested.-so that toe state¬ 
ment was only a partial and not an 
exact copy of the notebook and 
for that reason could not be re¬ 
ferred to. The judge considering 
toe matter in toe jury’s absence 
allowed the officer to refer to toe 
statement. 

The sole question was whether 
toe judge bad acted properly. In 
the early nineteenth century, in a 
□umber of decisions, the courts 
bad concluded that too strict a rule 
wus not in toe interests of justice. 
The opinion of the House of Lords 
in Home v Mackenzie ((1839) 6 a 
& F) that there was nothing 
wrong with a surveyor referring 
to a report which was not strictly 
a copy of his original note, re¬ 
solved toe present case. 

It was a familiar situation where 
expert witnesses were concerned. 
If toe statement Of a witness was 
substantially the same as Ids notes 
the court should allow him to 
refresh his memory from it. But 
if the statement bore comparatively 
little relation to the original note 
toe judge could refuse to allow 
the witness to consult it. 

The court was satisfied 'that In 
the present case the statement was 
a reliable source of information 
and the appeal would be dis¬ 
missed.

The Money Centre People 
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reorganize

Proposals for reorganising 
Leyland Cars’ retail outlets iu 
Britain are causing xvidespread 
concern among the company's 
3,000 franchise holders. 

They indude the replace¬ 
ment of the present two-tier 
distributor-dealer setup by a 
single-level dealer system sell¬ 
ing Austin, Morris and Rover- 
Triumph cars. 

Selected dealers will also be 
offered additional franchises 
covering Jaguar, Daimler, MG 
and Triumph sports cars and/or 
light commercials, car-derived 
vans, Land-Rovers and Range 
Rovers. 

Smaller dealers—and par¬ 
ticularly those at present hold¬ 
ing only one franchise—are 
worried by the proposals for 
comprehensive franchises. They 
believe that these can only be 
put into effect by widespread 
closures of their type of busi¬ 
ness to provide remaining 
dealers with the much larger 
annual throughput of new cars, 
which will be necessary to 
justify the increased capital 
investment required.

Any restriction or distortion 
of the British capital market 
based on superficial compari¬ 
sons with the systems of other 
countries will do tittle but harm, 
according to Professor Harold 
Rose, economic adviser to Bar¬ 
clays Bank.

Rose was particularly critical of 
the view that the tendency of 
the British banking system to 
provide only short-term finance 
reduces the availability of credit

He argued that British indus¬ 
try’s resort to the new issue mar- 
kr: for long-term finance may 
be as efficient as the preference 
in other countries for long-term 
borrowing from the banks. 

Professor Rose also pointed 
out that the natural outlet For 
life assurance companies and 
pension Eunds was equity invest¬ 
ment and that in other coun¬ 
tries, because less saving was 
channelled into these media 
than in Britain, the need for 
equity, rather than bank debt, 
was less strong. 

“In Britain companies have 
a freer choice of financing 
methods than in any other large 
country, and one might reason¬ 
ably suppose them to select 
xvhatever ratio of debt to equity 
seemed most to their advan¬ 
tage ”, he said. 


Engineering pay claim 
unlikely before April

Union leaders representing 
some 2,500,000 engineering 
workers appear to have aban¬ 
doned any hope of negotiating 
a new national pay deal with 
the industry's employers before 
the existing agreement runs out

Indeed, depending on the way 
the second stage of the Govern¬ 
ment’s wages strategy emerges, 
the unions could be in diffi¬ 
culty abaur launching any new 
industry-wide pay demands 
until well into next year. 

With the present national pay 
agreement, covering workers in 
more than 5,000 firms, due to 
end within two months the Con¬ 
federation of Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Unions—which 
negotiates on behalf of all 19 
engineering unions—would by 
now have submitted its new 
shopping b'st of demands to the 
Engineering Employers Federa¬ 
tion before entering a round of 
tough bargaining. 

But when the confederation 
executive met in York yester¬ 
day pay was not even on the 


agenda. 

The dilemma faring the 
unions arises from the present 
complex system of two-tier wage 
bargaining and the fact that 
national wage negotiations have 
been overtaken by the Govern- 
ment/TUC counter-inflation 
strategy and all unions have 
decided to support the £6 pay 
limit. 

The last national wages deal 
in engineering was concluded 
before the pay code came into 
force. Its effect has been to 
raise basic rates up and down 
the industry by £10 a week, 
with two increases each of £4 
in May and November last year 
and another £2 due this month. 

But iu practice these basic 
pay increases have bad no effect 
on most workers because they 
were already earning more than 
the new min imum. In most com¬ 
panies actual earnings are deter¬ 
mined in plant-level negotiations 
and this process has continued. 

The effect of this has been 
that the vast majority of engi¬ 
neering workers have received 
the maximum £6 and, under the

The mghr rate 
is reduced from (L58p per kilo¬ 
watt hour to 0.51p per kWh, 
but at the same time the peak 
rate is increased from 1.60p to 
I.Slp per kWh. 


Mr Fred Bonner, deputy 
chairman of the CEGB, ex¬ 
plained that since the wholesale 
price was fixed last year, fuel 
costs had risen substantially. 
Because the fuel adjustment

Fiat research aims at cutting fuel costs to the motorist 


Careful driving -techniques 
can cut petrol consumption— 
an established fact, but a diffi¬ 
cult option in countries sueb as 
Italy, where the natural driving 
style is molto accelerando, so to 
speak. 

At a new research centre 
near Turin, Fiat is working on 
developments which, if success¬ 
ful, should make fuel economy 
less stressful for Italian motor¬ 
ists. And, indeed, they should 
result in a healthier balance 
sheet for the car company itself. 

Energy research at Fiat has 
three main elements. First, the 
obvious aim to develop engines 


cise control of the combustion 
process. This means electronic 
control, and in particular the 
use of an appropriately pro¬ 
grammed microprocessor. 

Using measurements of air 
mass flow, engine speed, and 
exhaust gas condition as inputs 
to the microprocessor, the sys¬ 
tem enables the engine opera¬ 
tion in effect to be continuously 
“ tuned ” to the required emis¬ 
sion and fuel consumption. 

Another line of research is 
aimed at matching the engine 
performance to the pattern of 
driving in urban conditions. For 
much of the time in urban

Fuel economy and reduced 
exhaust emissions can both be 
obtained in so-called stratified- 
ebar^e engines. Here the com¬ 
bustion chamber may be split 
into two parts, with a fuel-rich 
mixture used for ignition in one 
(the “ pre-chamber ”) and a 
lean mixture for main combus¬ 
tion in the other (the main 
chamber). 

Another type of stratified- 
charge engine uses direct petrol 
injection in the pre-chamber. 
Fiat is working on both types, 
and good operation on ex¬ 
tremely lean mixtures (air/fuel 
ratios up to 35) bave been 
obtained. 

Attention to the aerodynamic 
resistance of vehicles is also 
important in reducing fuel con¬ 
sumption, particularly at high 
speeds. A new wind tunnel at 
the Turin laboratories can test 
actual vehicles or full-scale 
models at speeds up to 120 mph. 

The combined effect of these 
developments. Fiat scientists 
estimate, could be a reduction 
in fuel consumption in urban 
driving of 25 to 40 per cent. 
The cost of electronic control 


would be prohibitive trdav hut, 
they -suggest, microprocessor 
systems could be fitted in pro¬ 
duction cars by about J9S5. 

Electric propulsion of 
vehicles-is also being pursued 
by Fiat, but with a lower 
priority. Various approaches 
include studies of difi'ereur 
elec:ric propulsion systems; 
development of prototype elec¬ 
tric city-cars, and of electric 
versions of existing vehicles;

All these developments are 
logical extensions of Fiat’s 
traditional automobile tech¬ 
nology. But the search for new 
marker opportunities in uncon¬ 
ventional energy systems marks 
the beginning o! a new phase 
in the company’s research. 

Ode system uow being in- 
von gated combines solar power 
(via thermal panels which arc 
ufed to htat water) and a diesel- 
actuated heat pump to provide 
space heating end cooling in¬ 
side buildings. The solar col¬ 
lector provides hearing directly, 
with -a boost from the heat 
pump as required, and waste 
heat is recovered from the 
diesel exhaust gases to give a 
further increase in efficiency. 

Another project is aimed at 


converting solar -energy into 
mechanical po-.ver, using the 
principle of the Ranklne cycle. 
This mechanical energy in turn 
might drive a centrifugal pump, 
an electrical alternator, or the 
compressor of a heat pump for 

ambient-air heating and cooling. 

Wind-power systems are also 
under scrutiny. A small-scale 
wind turbine generator de¬ 
signed for an average output 
of five kilowatts (and a peak 
power of 30 kilowatts) is known 
to be technically feasible; now 
its manufacturing economics 
and operating performance are 
being examined. 

This unit would have a 12- 
metre diameter propeller, 
coupled mechanically to the
